4. Tosee if the Town will vote to give a discount 
of 2 % on all taxes (except poll taxes) paid on or before 
the 15th day of July. 
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5. Tosee if the Town will vote to build an addition 
to the present concrete sidewalk up Main Street from 
the residence of Helen A. Jones to the residence of Clif- 
ton P. Sanborn, and raise and appopriate a sum of money 
necessary to carry said vote into effect, as petitioned for 
by Guy M. Lawrence and twenty others. 


6. Tosee if the Town will vote to raise and place 
the sum of one hundred dollars ($100) in a cemetery 
trust fund for the perpetual care of the John L. MelIn- 
tire lot in Martins Cemetery. Charles M. Greenough, 
John C. Dutton and Edwin A. Tyrrell, Trustees of Town 
Trust Funds. 


7. Tosee if the Town will vote to change the light 
at the corner of Merrimack Street and South Main 
Street to a 600 watt type with glass globe and maintain 
same and have the same located overhead in the center 
of the intersection of these two streets, as petitioned 
for by George A. Cook and eleven others. 


8. Tosee if the Town will vote to establish four 
street lights on Bartlett and Lamphere Streets and 
raise and appropriate a sum of money annually for the 
maintenance of same, as petitioned for by Oscar W. 
Johnson and eleven others. 


9. To see if the Town will vote to raise and ap- 
propriate a sum of money necessary to secure State aid 
to help in the White Pine Blister Rust in Town. 


10. To see if the Town will vote to raise and ap- - 
propriate a sum of money not to exceed four thousand 
three hundred dollars ($4,300) for the purpose of pur- 
chasing a tractor-road-machine-grader-equipment with 
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snow plow for the purpose of road grading and snow 
removal. 


11. To see if the Town will vote to raise such sums 
of money as recommended by the New Hampshire 
Highway Department for State highways. 


12. To see if the Town will vote to accept the Bud- 
get as a whole or a part. 


13. Toseeif the Town will vote to direct the Tax 
Collector to notify all poll tax payers on December lst 
that twenty (20) cents additional will be added to all 
poll. {axes not paid within fourteen days of that date, in 
accordance with Section 44. Chapter 67, Public Laws. 


14. To-see if the Town will vote: 


1, To construct, manage, maintain and own suitable 
waterworks for the purpose of introducing into and 
distributing through the Town an adequate supply of 
water for extinguishing fires, for the use of its citi- 
zens and for other purposes. 


2. To enter upon, take and appropriate any streams, 
springs or ponds necessary or desirable for such pur- 
poses. 


3. To contract with individuals and corporations for 
supplying them with water. 


4, To contract with any person or corportion to fur- 
nish the Town with water for such puproses. 


5. To do all such other things as may be necessary 
or desirable for such purposes as are authorized or 
permitted by Chapter 231 of the 1923 Session Laws 
of N. H. and by Chapter 48 of the Public Laws of 
New Hampshire. 
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6. To borrow, on the credit of the Town, for the above 
purposes, not exceeding one hundred and fifty thou- 
sand dollars ($150,000) and to issue bonds of the 
Town therefor, payable at such times and at such 
rate of interest as may be thought proper.

REPORT OF 


Superintendent. of Schools 


To the School Board and Citizens: 


I herewith submit my eighth annual report of the 

schools of Hooksett for the year ending June 30, 1927. 
here were maintained during the year nine schools 

for a school-year of 36 weeks, with one change in the 
teaching force. Miss Althea Gilchrist resigned her po- 
sition in No. 6 Grammar owing to sickness. 

The total school enrollment was 243, (122 boys and 
121 girls) with a daily average attendance of 94.49. 

Tae schools were in session on an average 346.89 
half-days. 


LENGTH OF SCHOOL YEAR 


Ta2 mininum length of a standard elementary 
school-year shall b2 at least 36 weeks, 360 half-day ses- 
sions. Cities and many large towns provide schools for 
38 or more weeks per year. 

In order that our pupils may enjoy as nearly as pos- 
sible equal school opportunities with those living in cit- 
ies and largeer towns, it behooves the School Board to so 
arrange the terms that the school shall be in session on 
as many half-days as possible. This may be accom- 
plished by arranging the terms so that most of the holi- 
days shall come in vacations. Onsome of the holidays, 
Washington’s Birthday, Columbus Day and Fast Day 
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the-schools may be in session and exercises arranged to 
commemorate the day. Parents and citizens may well 
be sent special invitations to visit the schouls upon these 
days. 

Another plan is to contract the teachers for 360 
half-days of service in 87 weeks. This plan allows for 
making up lost time. Either of these plans will add 
greater schooi value without increasing school cost. 

If 360 sessions are paid for, wisdom and ecanomy 
ealls for an administration where few if any sessions 
are lost. | 

Another important factor in school administi ation 
is the assignment of pupils to the different schools. The 
number of pupils and the number of grades per teacher 
call for serious consideration by the school authorities 
and citizens. It is clearly evident that 25 or 30 pupils 
in 6 to 8 grades are assigned to one teacher, good school 
work cannot be accomplished. It is equally evident, 
that when too few pupils are assigned to a teacher, the 
best results cannot be obtained. 

In recent years roads and transportation have been 
so greatly improved, that pupils may be assigned to 
sehools where good conditions exist and this assignment 
makes a financial saving for the District. 


SCHOOL ATTENDANCE 


Many requests come from parents and guardians to 
excuse their children from attending school for reasons 
that cannot be considered as legal; such as want of 
shoes and other clothing, distance from school, a need 
to work in order to help support the family and the over- 
age pupil who for truancy or dullness finds himself in 
one of the lower grades at the age of 15, making a plea 
that school work is not profitable for him. ‘‘The New 
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Hampshire schoo\ attendance law is very simple Al 
children must attend a public or an approved private 
school every day that the school is in session from their] 
eighth to sixteenth birthday, or to their fourteenth 
birthday, if they have then completed the eighth grade. 
There is no excuse, except physical or mental incomep- 
tence. Neither poverty of parents nor isolation of the 
home may stand in the way.. At least eight years of 
schooling is an inalienable right of New Hampshire 
children. 

‘For thirty years this law has been unchanged and 
been enforced. For this purpose, each district has its 
own truant officer. Commonly these men are vigilent 
and effective. The cities are particularly well served. 
In the smaller towns often difficulties arise, due to the 
fact that the truant officer and the negligent parent are 
neighbors or relatives and an official act is likely to be 
regarded as a personal one.’’ 


HEALTH 


An important factor in modern education is the care 
of the health of the pupils. A school nurse has been 
engaged for this purpose, who regularly examines the 
pupils for defects of the eyes, ears, teeth, throat, res- 
piratory organs and for the causes of underweight. 

Dental clinies are held and defects of the teeth are 
recorded on a card which is carried home by the pupil. 
These examinations are free. The parent may employ 
the school dentist, at a greatly reduced cost, or their 
own dentist, as they prefer. All health cards are sent 
out as danger signals, with no thought on the part of 
the school authorities of dictation, but with a desire to 
work with the parents to safeguard the health of the 
child. 
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Excelent work was done by the school nurse Kath- 
erine O’ Donnell, R. N. 

A uniform and carefully graded course of study in 
health and health habits was taught by each teacher. 


SCHOOL ACTIVITIES 


The State Program of Studies for the Elementary 
School is well taught by each teacher. 

The Junior High School Program in Mathematics, 
English and History is now taught in the higher grades 
and the other branches of the Junior High Program will 
be introduced as soon as conditions permit. 

Standardized tests have been given during the year 
in all the fundamentals. 

Teachers’ meetings have been well attended; at 
these meetings instructive and inspiring addresses were 
delivered. 

The relation of teachers, Superintendent and School 
Board is cordial and all are working for the better edu- 
of the children. 

' Parents and citizens are invited to visit the schools 
frequently. 

In conclusion, I express my appreciation for the 
cordial codperation and assistance given me.
